She has been 
styled The Texas Cattle Queen,” but this is a mis- 
nomer. She is a Texas planter. She is from near 
Houston, petite and pretsy, young, and she is said 
to be one of the wealthiest women in 
the Southwest. Dark, lustrous eyes anda piquant 
countenance and manner indicate her Creole,French 
and Spanish parentage. She dresses fashionably 
and in good taste, and, so far as appearances gc, 
she might have been born and bred in New York. 
Her education began at the Moravian School in 
Bethlehem, Pa. Her story, as reluctantly told by 
her in answer to questioning, runs in an interesting 
fashion: “I was left an orphan at 12, and had to 
look after my father’s plantation. I was married at 13 


and at 17 1 wasa widow. Since then I've looked 
after myself. Successfully? Oh, I suppose so. I 
have two large plantations and raise cotton, corn 
and sugarcane. Then I own some property in 
Houston—one of the opera houses, some stores, 
and a hotel. I had a fight over the hotel.

Attorney 
Hargh was my lawyer and he’s just won the 
case.

MOSTLY ON HORSEBACK. 

Everybody knows me in the Southwest. This will 
be my third trip to Europe. [ve never had any- 
thing that I couid eau adventures that I know of; 
but you people here look at things so differently. 
Now, there's the cowboys. People think they're 
something dreadful. Why, I've found more true 
gentlemen among them than anywhere else. 
_They get hilarious once iu while, and ride through 
‘towns shouting and fire off their pistols at signs 
and chimneys, but we don't begrudge them a little 
fun now and then. Their work is hard enough. 
Do they ever kill anybody? Oh, sometimes, of 
course, people get hit by stray shots when the boys 
are on their racket; but that’s oniy accidental, you 
know. It doesn't amount to anything in Texas. 
People north have such funny ideas. Now, which 
had you rather do, steal a horse in Arkansas or kiil 
a man in Texas? Neither? Well, Tu teil you, it's 
six of one anp half a dozen of the other. orses 
don’t amount to much in Ar and men don't 
in Texas. They look after the horse thieves sharp 
in Texas, however. ‘They never get further than 
the nearest tree after they re caught. Last nigut 1 
was going out with a gentleman, and took out my 
revolver and said I guessed it wasn't worth while to 
carry it. You ought to have seen him jump. I've 
got a beautiful revolver. One day 1 was standing 
in front of one of buildings

STRAWBERRIES IN BOLLINGER CO. 
Prospects of an Excellent Crop—Very 
Little Damage by the Frosts. 

Lorsswuzz. Mo., May 14.—The first shipment of 
strawberries from Bollinger County was made yes- 
terday by Mr.G. L. Bond of this place, who shipped 
one quarter case of fine berries to B. F. Coombs & 
Bro., Kansas City. They are a few days earlier 
than last year, and the crop prospects so far are 
excellent. Your correspondent has visited many 
of the strawberry patches of this county and can 
say that very little damage has beendone by the 
late frosts. The outlook for Bollinger County is 
very good, and the planters expect to realize good 
priees this year. 

As comparatively little is known in regard to this 
great strawberry region, it may be of interest to 
state that the first strawberries were introduced 


here about sixteen years ago. The straw 
fields now present a most beautiful sight to one 
who has never seen them before. There is an area 
ef nearly 600 acres of strawberries in Bollinger 
County; as far as the eye can see there is nothing 
but a solid mass of white biossoms.and red berries. 
Last year the crop was greatly injured aad our 
owers scarcely made expenses, but this year, if 
the weather continues favorable, will be the means 
of our growers once more upon their feet, 
We are glad to see that the planters are taking 
interest in other ship points than those to 
which they have shipped tueir berries heretofore, 
as we believe this be greatly to their advantage, 


BLACK FIENDS. 


Frightfal Treatment of a Young Girl by 
Negroes at Charleston, W. Va. 

Cuariteston, W. Va., May 14.—Eliza Siers, about 
16 years old, was found on the river bank above the 
city yesterday, with scarcely any clothing on, and 
in a dying condition.

While dazed che wandered to the place 
named, and laid down and remained there without 
food, not knowing where she was. She was brought 
to the city and cared for. She is in a frightful con- 
dition from her maltreatment.

Loxpox, May 14.—The Times to-day almost re- 
peats my words to you a few days ago, that men of 
all parties are agreed in thinking that something is 
wrong. This probably signifies that a hint has trans- 
pired of the contents of Lumsden's dispatches 
brought by Condie Stephens. It charges the 
Russians with aggression, and with a perversion of 
the letters and telegrams of the correspondents of 
the daily papers, and that it has especially inspired 
them. The Daily News strongly assents to this. 
There is an official denial this morning of yester 
day's statement that the Russians approved the 
preliminafy agreement for the settlement of the 


- frontier question. The Admiralty yesterday coun- 


termanded the order permitting the discharge of 
naval reserves. Russia has never ro- 
laxed her war preparations, aud announces her 
intention to establish a postal service to Merv and 
Herat via Penj-deh. The withdrawal of part of the 
budget is now certain. There will probably be 
another penny of income tax. The tax is already 
terribly severe on the middle class of incomes. 
This will be instead of the new beer and spirits 
duties. Another proof of the Government's weak- 
ness is the want of principle on the whole subject 
of taxation. After the Tory meeting in Trafalgar 
Square last night, the Liberal speaker, chased by a 
crowd, took refuge in the National Liberal Club. 
Thé crowd attempted to force an entrance, and the 
doors were barricaded, The club house was be 
sieged for an hour by a mob of 6,000 men. The 
members were unable to enter or leave the place. 

Successive detachments of police were summoned 
by telephone from Scotland Yard, A strong force 
charged the mob several times. 

I am now able to give the following 
accurate details of the new coercion act 
as finally settled last night.

Who Will be Responsible for Foreign 
Cars on Private Tracks? 
—2—— 

The Ticket Brokers Meet Trouble in 
Trying to Expel a Member — Election 
of Officers This Afternoon — Notes 
and Personals. 


Some months since a few of ths railroad com- 
panies began repudiating the action of the Master 
Car Builders’ Association by sending out the follow- 
ing cireular: 

Notice is hereby given to all railway and trans- 
portation companies not to place cars of this com- 
pany on any private track, or in any position where 
the company so placing or delivering said cars de- 
clines to be governed by Rule No. 90 of the Master 
Car Builders’ Association, which is as follows: 

Rule W. When a car is damaged or destroyed 
on a private track, the railroad delivering the car 
upon such track shall de held responsible to the 
owner for making good the damage by the owner 
of the private track. 

When these notices began appearing but little 
attention was paid to them, but now several of the 
more substantial roads, which carry tiitle 
or no inflated debt, are beginning to object. 
They want to know how any road 
can with decency refuse to stand good for the cars 
of other companies while in its care. How, for in- 
stance, can the Vandalia know on what sort of 
track the Cairo Short Line is going to place a car 
of its line. A private track is no more nor less 
than the track of a railroad, it is argued, only that 
the railroad has not been put to tne expense of 
building it. Its switches and main tracks ace identi- 
cal, and the average solid railway manager charac- 
terizes the attempt to shirk responsibility on so 
technical a ground as small in the nearest sense of

The Dudley family dates back before the War of 
the Roses and is closely associated with English 
history through Lady Jane Grey's marriage, Queen 
Elizabeth's amours and other incidents. It has had 
the experience of intrigues, incest, slégitimacy, 
assassination and other eccentricities with which 
the history of the British Peerage abounds. The 
intermarriage of the Dudleys with the Wards of 
Norfolk eccurred in the time of Charles I., and was 
induced by financial considerations. One of the 
Wards had made a vast fortune in the jewelry busi- 
ness, having enjoyed peculiar facilities for robbing 
the court and the nobles, and tae Dudleys had be- 
come impoverished through the dissolute habits of 
the family.

“Well, now. is it nota fact that your father-in- 
law, up to the time he bought the row in question, 
bad never had any experience as a landlord?”

INDIAN CIVILIZATION.

A Resident of the Territory Discusses the 
Affairs. 
. “The Indians are making rapid strides towards 
Civilization,” said Col. H. O. Lever ef Muscogee 
Indian Territory, to a Post-Dispaton reporter at 
the Southern Hotel this morning. “To a person 
who has never been in the nation, their advance- 
ment seems almost incredible, but it is a fact that 
some of their leading men, like Chief Bushyhead 
and Gen Porter, aré capable of filling almost any 
position under our Government, and will compare 
favorably with the most prominent men of the 


country.“ 

Col. Boudinot seems to have fallen from his 
high estate; for what cause!“ 

“Well, I cannot say in detail nor prétend to give 
all of tue reasons, but it is true tnat he is not in as 
high favor with them as formerly. Boudinot has 
advocated all along the scheme of partitioning the 
land of the Nation among the individual members 
of the different tribes, having the Government pay 
the Indians all that is owing to them at once ina 
lump and settling that question forever, and open- 
ing up the Territory for settlement to every body 
that cares to come. Of course that scheme, 
while it found some few followers, was extremely 
a. with the large majority of the Indians, 
and the feeling against Boudinot was 80 intense 
that he was compelled to leave the country several 
years ago to 28 its effect. Chief Bushy bead is 
possibly the best informed and most popular man 
in the Territory. He is inclined to be conservative 
and cautious. and is what is generally termed a 
‘sure’ man. The Indians know that old Bushy- 
head can always be reiied upon and do not hesita 
to trust uim to any extent.”
